Sir Ashley: Eden, Sccompaniod by. Sie 
ed an interest-. 
ing theeting of the Asiatic Society in Park 
Stréct, Calcutta. Sir John Pope Hennessy 
went for the purposo of giving the mem- 
bers of the Asiatic Society the opportunity 
of -inspeeting a very rare and curious 
Chinese currency note manufactured ithe 
timos of the. Ming dynasty. ‘Tho note in 
question was made. of papyrus ‘or some 
similar yegetablo substance, and is onc of 
four such notes of the Ming dynasty known 
to be extant, and referred to in tho history 
of travela by Marco Polo. The: notv is 
‘about fourteen or sixteen inches in length, 
and half a dozen inches in-width, aud is of 
a very dark green colour. Its value is one 
thougand cash, equivalent to‘about a dollar 
of the present day. ‘The note bears the seal 
of the Imperial treasury whence it was issued. 
centuries ago ; and amongat other curious 
inscriptions upon. it in ancient Chinese char- 
acter, is, ono telling-its holder that forgory 
of such a document is punished by prompt 
devapitation, An engraving of a similar 
note,.one.of the four. Ming. dynasty notes, 
half size, was also shown, Sir John Popo 
Hennessy presented the Society with a 
photograph of a quaint old Japanese seresn, 
on which a ship and. boat are represented 
landing the first Europeans in tho islands of 
Japan, a band of very uncomfortable 
neryous-looking Jesuit priests.- Several 
papors and extracts from literary contribu- 
tions were read bofore tho few. membora 
and guests assembled, and the proceedings 
closed by Sir Ashley Eden rising to resign 
the honourable position he has held for the 
past two years, as President of the Society.

AMERICA AND COREA. 
(N. C_D. News). - 

It is interesting at the present juncture 
to compare the state -of affairs “between 
America and Corea with that_which existed 
just two years ago. Tho attitude assumed 
by Commodore Shufclat to-day is eminontly 
dependent: He may be said to have en- 
tered into an alliance with the Viceroy of 
Chihli for the furtherance of the ends held 
in view by both ‘America and Chins, and 
goes armed ‘with the details of a Treaty 


take offect na soon as convenient opportuni- 
ties shall offer. He also intends to ignore 
in every possible way the pretensions as in- 
termediary put forward by Mr Hanabusa, 
the representative of Japan... Now as our 
readers are’ aware, the Japanese-Corean 
Treaty contains a. clause’ by which the 
Corean Governmont is forbidden. to. enter 
into diplomatic “relations with any .othor 
country. whatsoever’ eave. through the me- 
dium of the Japanese... Whether thisclause 
was forced upon the Coreans, who accepted 
it unwillingly, or, whether it was. adopted 
by them ‘ns a protection against - coercive 
meusures on-the part of tho dreaded West, 
is & question difficult to decide ; but be. it 
aa it may, the clause exists, and muy give 
rise to some complicationé previously. un- 
foreseen, ‘Everything, however, depends 
upon, the willingness or unwillingness: of 
| the Corean Government to enter in 
felations’ with. foreign countries. If ti 
Coreans recognise the fact that their period 
of seclusion is over,—and that such a recog- 
on on their part had- been made. may 
fairly be argued from the undoratanding 
come to between the Corean Envoy and Li 
Hung-chang—then the claims of Mr Hana- 
busa td mediate will be quietly sect aside. 
If on the other hand, there is found to be 
ra atrong partyin the Corean Government 
antagonistic to the new departure it is very 
likely that an attempt may bo made te plead 
inabuity to make any Treaty excepting with 
the consent of Japanese, and thus shunt the 
whole gurestion upon the shoulders of Ame- 
rica and Japan.
